icribed and affixed, ſeverally ſend greet- 
ing. Whereas from mature conſideration Preamble. 
it appeareth, that many advantages and 
great benefits, may ariſe, and be ſecured to 
great numbers of perſons in particular ſitu · 
ations of life and circumſtances of fortune, 
from the eſtabliſhment of a ſociety, to be 
compoſed of ſuch perſons as ſhall be qua- 
liked and willing to be come mutually 
contributors for Equitable aſſurances on 
lives and ſurvivorſhips, upon premiums pro- 
Portionate to the chance of death attending 
the age of the life to be qfſured, and to the

and for the aſſurance of the ſurvivocſhip of . 
a younger life or younger lives, of the ages 


herein beforementioned, beyond an elder 


life or elder lives, for one year only, or tor 
any number of years certain, or for the 
whole continvance of the joint lives of ſuch 
younger and elder perſon or perſons, upon 
payment of an annual or other premium, 
proport:onate tv the chance of death at:end- 
ing the ſeveral ages of the perſons upon

14. NOW know pe, that We, whoſe Eftabliſhment of 
names and ſeals are hereunto ſubſcribed — 
and affixed, being well convinced and ſa- 
tisfied that the terms of aſſurance above- 
recited are equitable, and being willing 
and deſirous to procure every of us to our- 
telves reſpectively, or to our ſeveral and re- 
ſpective executors, adminiſtrators and aſ- 
ſigns; and to aſſure to others who ſhall 
unite themſelves unto us, the advantages 
and benefits that may ariſe and be had 
from eſtabliſhing ourſelves into à ſociety 
for the aſſurance of lives and ſurvivorſkips 
upon te terms aforeſaid, Have conſented, 
promited, agreed, undertaken, and cove- 

nanted, and da hereby conſent, promiſe, 
agree, undertake, and coyenant, every of 
us for ourſelves reſpect vely, to and with 
ail and every other of us to become, by 
mutual contribution, Aſſurer of Lives and 
Survivorihips, and to become Members 
Of, and to enter and erect ourſclves into a 
Society, by the name of The Daciety 
fo2 Cquitavle Aſurances on Lives and 
Survivorſhips, upon ſuch Terms, Pre- 
miums and Conditions, and with and un- 
der ſuch conſtitutions, Laws, Rules and 
Regulations, as are hercin before recited,

15. And alſo from the motives and for 
the conſiderations afore- mentioned, We, 
the ſaid ſubſcribers, do voluntarily hereby 
ſeverally mutua!ly and reciprocal'y con- 
ſent, promiſe, agree, covenant, and under- 
take, by contributions, in ſuch proportion 
and upon ſuch terms as are herein after 
agreed upon, expreſſed and declared, to 
pay and fatisfy to each other of us, or to 
the executors, adminiſtrators or aſſigns of 
any of us, who, in manner herein after 
mentioned, ſhall be claimants for any ſum 
or ſums of money which ſhall become due 
to any of us, or to the executors, admi- 
niſtrators or aſſigns of any of us, for or in 
reſpect of ſuch affurance, all ſuch ſum or 
ſums of money as ſhall ſa become due by 
virtue of ſuch aſſurance. 


16. And for the better forming, fixing, 
and eſtabliſhing our ſaid Society, and go- 
verning and regulating the ſame, and the

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proceedings thereof; and the more ef- 
fectually to make proviſion for producing 
and ſecuring to every of us the ſeveral 
good and beneficial ends and purpoſes 
thereby intended; We, the ſaid Subſcri- 
bers to theſe preſents and Members of the 
ſ id Socicty, da by theſe preſents conſent, 
and ſcveraily covenant, promiſe, agree, 
and undertake, every of us for ourſelves 
reſpectively, to and with all and every 
other of us, to o: ſerve, perform, abide 
by, conform to, fulfil, and keep, all and 


ſingular the Articles, Clauſes, Proviſoes,

19. AND for the more orderly and 
effectual management of the affairs of the 
ſaid Society, there ſhall, during the conti- 
nuance of the ſaid Society, be, of thoſe 
members of the ſaid Society who ſhall be 
aſſured by || and with the ſaid Society in the 
fum of Three hundred pounds or upwards 
upon (and for the whole continuance of) 
their reſpective lives, Fifteen perſons who

21. That ſuch Court of Directors be- 
ing ſo aſſembled, ſhall have power ro or- 
der and direct the affairs of the ſaid So.

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Ordinances, and Regulations herein after 
particularly mentioned; 32 according to 
ſuch By-laws, Regulations, or Ordinances, 
as ſhall at any time or times hereafter be 
made by a General Court of the ſaid So- 
ciety : and before ſuch Court of Directors 
ſhall proof be made, by all thoſe who ſhall 
be Claimants upon the ſaid Society, of the 
death of thoſe perſorfs under whom they 
claim: and after proof ſo made ſuch 
Court of Directors ſhall have power to 
pay, or order the payment of any ſum or 
ſums of money, which ſhall or may be 
claimed, and ſhall be due, by reaſon of the 
policies granted by, or entered into by the 
faid Society ; or which ſhall or may other- 


wiſe become due and payable from the ſaid | 


Society. 


22. That if at any time the City of Provide incafe 


London, or the parts adjacent, ſhall be 
tagious ſickneſs, then, and in ſuch caſe, 
any Three of the ſaid Directors, being ſo 
aſſembled together, ſhall be and be called 
a Court of Directors of the ſaid Society; 
and ſhall exerciſe all the powers before- 
mentioned, in the ſame manner as if the 
ſaid Court had conſiſted of Five Directors, 
and that the Preſident, or one of the 
Vice-Preſidents, or one of the perſons ex- 

erciſing 


of plague or con- 
tagion, 
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erciſing the ſaid offices, had been of the 
number: and the ſaid Court of Directors 
ſhall and may, during the continuance of 
ſuch ſickneſs or contagion (if it ſhall ap- 
pear to them that the fund or affairs of 
the ſaid Society ſhall require it) reduce 
the payments of the ſeveral and reſpective 
ſums of money, which ſhall become due 
by reaſon of the deaths which ſhall happen 
in ſuch a time of public calamity, to any 
ſum not leſs than one quarter part of what 
ſhall have ſo become due: and for the re- 
mainder of the ſaid ſums which ſhall have 
fo become due, and which ſhall not then be 
paid, credit ſhall be given to the reſpective 
Claimants, their executors, adminiſtrators 
and affigns, in the books of the ſaid Society 
and the ſaid remainder of the ſaid fums due, 
together with intereſt for the ſame at the 
rate of Three pounds per centum by the year, 
ſhall be paid to the ſaid claimants, their 
executors, adminiſtrators, or aſſigns, as ſoon 
as the affairs of the ſaid Society will admit 
thereof. 


23. That the ſaid Directors ſhall, by a 
majority of votes, from time to time no- 
minate and chooſe Five perſons, who ſhall 
be and act as Truſtees for the ſaid So- 
ciety; which ſaid Truſtees ſhall be conti- 

| nued 
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nued only during the pleaſure of the Court 
of Directors of the ſaid Society, and ſhall 
be removable thereby; and all contracts 
entered into, and ſecurities taken, or gi- 
ven by the ſaid Society, ſhall be entered 
into, taken, or given, by and in the names 
of the ſaid Truſtees, or by and in the 
names of Three of them at the leaſt, 
and all policies, contracts, ſecurities, deeds, 
and writings, touching or concerning 
the ſaid Society, ſhall be ſigned, executed, 
taken, and made, by or to them, and 
in their names, or by, or to, and in the 
names of Three of them at the leaſt + 
and the ſaid Court of Directors ſhall have 
power to remove any of the ſaid Truſtees 
from their ſaid truſts: and in caſe any of 
the ſaid Truſtees ſhall be fo removed, they 
who ſhall be ſo removed, ſhall, upon the re- 
ſolution of the ſaid Court for their removal 
being notified to them in writing, figned 
by the Actuary of the ſaid Society, or 
by the perſon who ſhall execute the of- 
fice of Actuary to the ſaid Society, ſur- 
render up and aſſign all their eſtate and in- 
tereſt in any of the ſaid ſecurities, and in 
the ſaid truſt, in ſuch manner, and to ſuch 
perſons, as the ſaid Court of Directors ſhall 
direct and appoint ? and when and ſo often 
as the number of the ſaid Truſtees ſhall by 

deaths, 
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deaths, removal by majority of votes, ot 
otherwiſe, be reduced to Three, then new 
Truſtees ſhall be choſen, in manner before- 
mentioned, in the room or ſtead of thoſe 
ſo deceaſed or removed; and as often as 
new Truſtees ſhall be choſen, the former 
Truſtees ſhall aſſign all their eſtate and in- 
tereſt to ſuch new Truſtees ſo choſen, at the 
appointment of the ſaid Directors and at 
the proper coſt of the ſaid contribution- 
ſhip; and all ſuch perſons, as ſhall be 
choſen Truſtees in manner aforeſaid, ſhall, 
previouſly to their acting in ſuch truſts, 
enter into ſuch ſecurities, and give and exe- - 
cute ſuch i covenants and declarations of 
truſt for the diſcharge thereof, as ſhall be 
good, valid, and effectual in the law for 
that purpoſe. 


24. That all Directors and Truſtees, 
for the time being, of the ſaid Society, 
ſhall be indemnified and ſaved harmleſs by 
the ſaid Society, from, and againſt all 
charges, damages and expences, which they 
ſhall or may be put unto, or ſuſtain, by rea- 
ſon or means of acting in their reſpective 
truſts, or of the due execution thereof; 
and that none of them ſhall be chargeable 
for any the acts or defaults of each other, 
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25. That all the lawful acts, covenants, 
contracts, and orders of the ſaid Directors 
and Truſtees, ſhall charge and bind all and 
every the ſubſcribers to this preſent deed or 
inſtrument, and all and every other perſon 
or perſons who ſhall, by any other ways or 
means, become a Member or Members of 
the ſaid Society, as their own proper act or 
acts. 


26. And in as much as no evil can en- 
ſue for want of notice of any meeting, 
when the time and place and buſineſs of 
that meeting ſhall be previouſly known; 
to avoid the inconvenience and impedi- 
ment which may ariſe from unneceſſary 
notices, in the tranſact ion of ſuch buſineſs 
of the faid Society as ſhall be frequent 
and invariable, there ſhall be, beſides 
thoſe Courts of Directors of the ſaid So- 
ciety which are to be held in conſequence 
of a ſummons from time to time in man- 
ner before-mentioned, a WeekIp Meeting 
of the Court of Directors of the ſaid So- 
Ciety, to be held without any ſummons, at 
the Houſe or Office of the ſaid Society, 
upon every Tueſday in the year, at the 
hour of Eleven in the forenoon, for the 
purpoſe of granting policies and admitting 
Members only: at which time and place 
any Five or more of the directors of the

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ſaid ſociety, being fo aſſembled, ſhall have 
power to receive the application of any 
perſons deſirous of becoming Members of, 
and of making aſſurance with the ſaid 
Society; and, as they ſhall ſee cauſe, to 
admit or reject the fame: and upon the 
policy of every perſon, who ſhall be by 
the ſaid Court of Directors admitted a 
Member of the ſaid Society, a note or 
ſhort memorial ſhall be made, ſignifying 
that ſuch policy was iſſued by order of the 
Court of Directors of the ſaid Society; 
and the ſaid note or memorial being ſigned 
by Five of the Directors of the ſaid So- 
ciety (Three of whom at the leaſt were 
preſent at that Court of Directors of the 
ſaid Society by order whereof ſuch po- 
licy was iſſued) ſhall be ſufficient warrant 
to the Truſtees of the ſaid Society, or to 
any Three of them, to paſs and execute the 
{aid policy. 


27. And in order to make ſome com- 
penſation to the Directors of the ſaid So- 
ciety, for the trouble and pains which 
they mult neceſſarily take, and the loſs of 
time they muſt neceſſarily ſuſtain, by at- 
tending upon the affairs and buſineſs of 
the ſaid Society, there ſhall at every Court 
of Directors, and at every other Court of 
the ſaid Society, be divided amongſt thoſe 

of 
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of the ſaid Directors, who ſhall be per- 
ſonally preſent, and attending at the ſaid 
ſeveral Courts, at the hour of Eleven in 
the forenoon, and ſhall tarry and attend 
there during the whole time of the ſitting 
of the ſaid Court, and until the buſineſs of 
of the ſaid Court be finiſhed, and the Court 
adjourned, a certain ſum not excect'ng 
Forty Shillings. 


28. AND for as much as it is rea- 
ſonably expected, that the Lulineſs of he 
ſaid Society may hereafter be extended 
into diſtant parts of the kingdom; for 
the greater ſafety of the ſaid Society in 
ſuch caſe, and for the eaſe of thoſe who, 
living remote from the city of Londen, may 
be deſirous of becoming Members of the 
ſaid Society, there ſha:l be choſen, in man- 
ner herein after mentioned, of the Mem- 
bers of the ſaid Society, ſo many as ſhall 
from time to time be thought convenient, 
at ſuch places reſident as ſhall be moſt ne- 
ceſſary and expedient for the ſervice of the 
Society, who ſhall be called Directors-ex- 
traordinary of the ſaid Society.
